peace if he had to fight for it. How many men Buck sent 
home on shutters before they got a chance to do any 
lighting we do not remember but it was a good many. 
Possibly these Central American Republics 
have been 


studying Buck Fanshaw's methods, and have reached the 
conclusion that the best way for them to preserve pea*e 
is to fight for it.
